Tis cmeute at Weikaiwei, which except to 
the thirty unfortunate villagers who lost 
their lives, was fortunately little more than 
a furee, is yet indicative of the Chinese sys- 
tem of treachery and untruth, fostered hy 
centuries of isolation, which sixty years of 
jntarcourse huve not im the slightest degree 
modified. Bus it also illustrates a wanton 
our side, and that is of the ability, on the part 


of our ‘officials, to read the Chinese. cha-: 


racter aright, which leads them.in the ma- 
jority of. cases to make no provision ahead 
for this peculiar development, and 6 even- 
‘tually leaves the road open for such displays 
as have recently occurred at places as far 
apart a3 Yunuan, Kowloon ond Weihaiwei. 
“In the abstract the Confuciau doctrine of 
appealing to reason rather than to force has 
within it a certain air of grandeur ;'and we 
xiaturally look upon the nation which could 
conceive: it, and acknowledge it for twenty- 
four centuries as the groundwork of its pa- 
liey, as entitled to our highest consideration. 
When, however, leaving the abstract, wo 
come to look a little more narrowly into'this 
scheme of government by moral force, the 
. outcome is not beautiful; and we are per- 
force led to enquire whether this result is a 
natural development. of, the, system, or the 
outcome of some national kink in the 
Chinese, which leads them, with so strange 
an insistence, invariably: te do the wrong 
thing at. the crucial moment. Socially the 
ordinary Chinaman is not greatly different 


however unimportant, the whole choracter 


of the man seems to undergo a strange trans- 
formation. His entire conduct, at once par- 


‘takes of that of a man-under the influence of 


panic; he forgets the simplest dictates of com- 


mousense,and takes refuge in the moat absurd |: 


evasions and prevarications; and untruths of 
the most contemptible and frequently trucu- 


lent description become his. only means of 


defence. ‘This is the resultof the attempted 
substitution of reason for brute force, 
and: affords a strange commentary on 
our modern doctrinairo ‘methods. Viewed 
in the abstract, there is much to’ od- 
mire in the modern aspirations for the sub- 
stitution of peaceful measures for the horrors 
of wor, which, however wo strive to alleviate 
its evils, must always remain a fearful thing, 
The nations of the civilised world met in, 
conclave only a few months ago to discuss 
the possibilities of the situation, and liad 
scarpely left the conferenca when one of the 
bloodiest wara of modern times broke ot. 
But this, contradictory 2s it seemed to the 
opinions operily expreséed by the delegates 
cf the various nations, was uot by any 
meana” the. most instructive part of - the 
meeting. England and the United States, 
always the most sincere wishers -for peace, 
hod forestalled the work of the Conference 
by ten years previously, “referring an 
international dispute to this very arbitration 
which the delegatea were last year recom 
mending for general accéptance. That ar- 
Vitration, which, in the ordiziary cree of an 
action at law, would have been decided by 
any regular court in. the course of at most a 
fow months, dragged on @ weary existence 
for nearly ten years; and its decision had 
not been given when the Peace Confercnce 
finally closed. The question was a by no 
meane complicated one, being only an or- 
dinary case of breach of contract, where the 
facts were acknowledged by both sides, and 
presented little &ifficulty. The Portuguese 
government kad granted to an American 
citizen a concession for making 9 railway 
from Lorenzo Marques, to the border of the 
‘Transvaal, and bad engaged that no compet- 
ing line should be made within a specified 
distance; 6n the other hand the line was to 
ba‘ of a certain deacription, and was to be 
completed within 2 certain time, the con- 
cesstonaire having certain rights as to rates- 
The president of the Transvast Republic did 
not like the terms of the concession, and 
went to Portugal to propose to make a com- 
peting line alongside the other; he was 
told by the Prime Minister that the contract, 
was already made, and the honour of the 
country was pledged to carry it through.

out the principal points, and which ignored” 
the admitted facty, wad handed in. Look- 
ing back through the whole of our inter- 
course with China, it is curious to find that 
on each oceasion the. same difficulty has 
arisen and it ix instructive to observe how 
consonant it is with the Chinaman's ordinary 
courte when involved in a difficulty with a 
neighbour. Soconvincédis the ordinary native 
of the venality of his courts, that he feels that 
a reference to them would probably be equiva- 
lent to his ruin; still, as the matter has to 
be settled somehow, he does as did England 
and America, and refers the affair to arbi- 
tration—-“ peace-talkers,” dis he calls them, 
His affairs at once become public property, 
his most secret arrangements are dragged 
into the glare of publicity, and he -bimself 
ceases to have any part or share in the eon- 


trol of his ations. In this respect wa may 


look to China as a precedent; nothing is 
more beautiful in the abstract than the prin- 
ciple of refering our differences to arbitra- 
tion ; Lut we have. here the case of a nation 
whose experience extends over two thousand 
yoats, and mity-be-supposed know to some- 
thing about it:, Even the most ardent mem- 
ber of tho peice party could scarcely call the 
experiment a success. It. seems hard; but 
there is evidently no‘escape from the difticul- 
ty till at least. a new human ‘nature shall 
have been developed; and° any attempt 
meanwhile to Tely on reason as a substitute 
for physical foree will only ead in more dis< 


astrous consequences.
